PARIS, May 10 (AP).—Germany 
struck deep into France today with 
its air force as an acompaniment 
to its blitzkrieg invasion of The 


Netherlands, Belgium and Luxem- 


bourg. 
The action against the three neu- 
trals on France’s northern flank 
sent the British-French Allies im- 
mediately to their aid. 
The German air force, abruptly 
abandoning the practice of the 
warring powers to refrain from 
bombing each other’s interior 
zones, raided numerous French 
cities. Airports were bombed. Ac- 
cording to official French reports 
there were casualties in the cities 
themselves. 
The French officially listed Lyon, 
Nancy, Colmar, Pontoise and Lux- 
euil as having been bombed. Fig- 
ures on the killed and wounded 
were not released to the press. 
Schoolhouse Bombed. 
At Nancy, 16 persons were killed 
and 30 injured, civil and military 
authorities announced tonight. 
Two new alarms were sounded, 
from 3 p. m. to 4:35 p. m. and from 
5:30 to 6:30 p. m. during which sev- 
eral bombs were dropped. Military 
authorities said a schoolhouse was 
among the buildings destroyed. 
After an early morning raid in 
which German planes were driven 
off by anti-aircraft fire, Parisians

HALTED NAZIS 
NEAR BORDER 


German Land Forces Have 
Failed to Gain Initial 
Success They Expected, 
Defense Minister Tells 


Deputies at Brussels.

BRUSSELS, May 10 (AP).—The 
German land forces have been 
stopped within a few hundred yards 
of the frontier after entering Bel- 
gium, the Foreign Ministry an- 
nounced today. 

Belgian officials also announced 
that eight German planes were 


Gen. Henri Denis, Defense Min- 
ister, told the Chamber of Dep- 
uties that, at noon, the Germans 
were halted everywhere on the Bel- 
gian defensive lines. He said he 
was “convinced the Germans had 
failed to win their first objective 
and had failed to gain the initial 
success they expected.” 

Premier Hubert Pierlot told ‘the 
House that King Leopold III had 
expected to make an address, but 
had taken his place as Commander- 
in-Chief with the army in the front 
lines. 

After the bombing of Brussels 
early today German Ambassador 
von Bulow-Schwante delivered to 
Foreign Minister Spaak a note say- 
ing a “tremendous” German army 
was marching into Belgium and 
neighboring Holland and Luxem- 
bourg to forestall an attack by the 
Allies. 

The note asked the Belgians not 
to resist and promised to preserve 
their country. 

The Answer Is No. 

Even before the Ambassador 
spoke, Spaak reported “the answer 
is negative” and handed him a note 
saying Belgium would defend it- 
self against an invasion worse than 
that of 1914. 

The text of the note: 

“Germany for the second time 
has invaded neutral and loyal Bel- 
gium. The present invasion is even 
worse than that of 1914. 

“No ultimatum was given. No 
official notification. No protests. 

“Instead, a direct attack violat- 
ing the neutrality of the country. 

“This attitude deprived Germany 

of any justification. This viola- 
tion will hurt the conscience of the 
entire world abroad. 
“Belgium is resolved to defend 
herself by all means. She has the 
right with her and can not be van- 
quished.” 

Nazis Behind Battle Line. 
Belgium mustered its fullest mil- 
itary strength today against Nazi 
bombers end aerial transports 
ranged behind the battle lines and 
land troops hammered at the fron- 
tiers. 

Brussels was bombed this morn- 
ing and had three air raid alarms 
in the early afternoon. 

The wave of Nazi bombers took a 
toll of at least seven killed and 80 
wounded throughout the country. 
Since the first wave, Brussels 
itself has not been bombed. How- 
ever, three air raid alarms were 
sounded. Twenty-nine German 
planes were reported over the prov- 
ince of Brabant and others over 
Limbourg, both adjoining The 
Netherlands border. Anti-aircraft 
fire could be heard. 

Belgians cheered the arrival of 
the first cars flying Allied flags. 
All Germans Arrested. 
German diplomats were confined 
to their embassy, near which a 
bomb fell this morning, and all 
other Germans in the capital—sev- 

eral thousand—were arrested. 

The Government warned that 
German parachute troops already 
had been landed in Northern Bel- 
gium and told the people to watch 
out for them and for saboteurs. 
Soldiers on leave hastened to re- 
join units which have been in the 
field since September.

DUTCH REPULSE. 
NAZIS IN BATTLE 
FOR ROTTERDAM 


Troops Landed by Plane 

-and Parachute Enter City 
but Are Driven Into Dan- 
gerous Position. 


ROTTERDAM, The Netherlands, 
May 10 (AP).—Germany’s plane and 
parachute troops, attempting to 
fight their way through Rotterdam, 
were driven back into a dangerous 
position late today by the attacks 
of reinforced Dutch troops and the 
pounding of Dutch artillery. 

Strong detachments of Nether- 
lands marines made _ repeated 
rushes into the enemy positions on 
the Nieuwe Maas (Meuse) River 
and the fighting was fierce. 

Dutch incendiary shells set fire 


to the large Maas Hotel from which 
the Germans were operating on 
the left bank of the stream, which 
divides Rotterdam. 
The fire spread rapidly, threat- 
ening the thin German lines. 
One German transport plane, 
alighting on the river, was dam- 
aged badly when it hit a boat. 
The German army of the air 
spanned the strong land and water 
defenses of The Netherlands and 
landed at the western side of the 
country, fighting their way into 
Rotterdam. 
The troops occupied Rotterdam’s 
Waalhaven Airport, after first level- 
ing it with a tremendous aerial 
bombardment; alighted on _ the 
river in the center of the city, oc- 
cupied a big bridge across the river 
and captured the Maas railway sta- 
tion in the city. 

Land Forces Resisting. 
On the other side of Holland, 
across the main water line now 
fed by wide-open dikes, Nether- 
lands first line defenders were 
resisting a German land army 
which entered the country along 
the Rhine and swarmed ahead 
some 15 miles to the vicinity of the 
Ijssel River, near Anhem. 
Doughty Queen Wilhelmina ut- 
tered a “flaming protest” against 
Germany, urged her nation to do 
its duty and sought strong assist- 
ance from the SBritish-French Al- 
lies. 
They said they would help, and 
quickly. British and French planes 
were over the country long before 
noon, seeking the enemy. Allied 
troops and naval forces were con- 
fidently expected. 
Water Defenses Circumvented. 
The amazing methods of aerial 
warfare enabled the Germans to 
circumvent the entire Netherlands 
water and land defense system and 
move into this key city, scarcely 
more than 100 miles from the Brit-

‘THEY SHALL NOT PASS THIS 
TIME,’ BELGIAN ENVOY SAYS 


“We Have Been Invaded Savage- 
ly” Without Giving Offense, Am- 
bassador to London Asserts. 
LONDON, May 10 (AP).—“They 
shall not pass this timé¢,” Bel- 
gium’s Ambassador to London 
promised today a few hours after 
Germany invaded his homeland 

and neighboring Holland. 

The envoy, Baron Cartier de 
Machienne, asserted “We have 
been invaded savagely although 


we offered no offense.” 


HITLER ASSUMES 
COMMAND: PORTS 
REPORTED TAKEN 


Berlin Says Border Resist- 
ance Has Been Broken— 
Asserts Nazis Acted to 
Prevent Invasion.

BERLIN, May 10 (AP).—Ger- 
many’s powerful war machine 
moved at dawn today on its third 

blitzkrieg since Sept. 1, 1939. 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler announced 
this was the beginning of a fight 
that “decides the fate of the Ger- 
man nation for the next 1000 


years.” 

Invading Holland, Belgium and 
Luxembourg with a combination of 
land and air forces that proved so 
effective against Poland, Norway 
and Denmark, the armed forces of 
the Third Reich “darted over Ger- 
many’s western borders along the 
broadest front for attack,” as a 
high command communique briefly 
put it, 

The communique said Hitler had 
gone to the Western front to as- 
sume personal direction of military 
operations. 

Ports Reported Seized. 

The Berlin radio announced sev- 
eral Dutch ports and one Belgian 
port had been occupied by German 
naval forces. Units of flat-bot- 
tomed boats of the German Navy 
are being used on all flooded parts 
of the Dutch coastal region and on 
the Zuider Zee to reach unflooded 
areas and occupy them, the an- 
nouncement said. | 

The high command announced 
tonight that German troops had 
broken border resistance on the 
Belgian-Netherlands - Luxembourg 
front. 

The Berlin -adio said that Ger- 
man troops had taken Maastricht, 
Holland, and Malmedy, Belgium. 
The Nazis crossed the Maas River 
on the West Dutch-German fron- 
tier at several points, the announce- 
ment said. 

Maastricht is almost due west of 
Aachen, and Malmedy is on a line 
due west of Coblenz. 

Bridges Seized, Nazis Say. 

“German troops reached the Ysel 
River (east of Arnheim) early in 
the afternoon Friday and crossed 
the Maas River on Dutch territory 
in several places,” the radio re- 
ported. “Maastricht and bridges | 
over the Albert Canal west of the 
city are in German hands. 

“Malmedy has been taken. Far- 
ther south, the troops moving for- 
ward through Luxembourg have 
crossed the Belgian frontier.” 

The Albert Canal comprises part 
of Belgium’s defense system.

LONDON, May 10 (AP).—Adolf Hitler, entering on what 


he proclaimed ‘‘the most decisive struggle of the German peo- 
ple,’’ hurled his forces into The Netherlands, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg today in a blitzkrieg thunderbolt. 


The Netherlands and Belgium mustered their full strength 


against the invaders and called for help from the Allies, who 
said it was being sent ‘‘with the greatest speed.’’ Tiny Luxem- 
bourg’s Government was reported to have fled. 


French military authorities reported tonight that Allied and 


German advance guards had entered into contact along the 
French-Luxembourg frontier. 


The Germans, preceded by motorcycle troops and motorized 


infantry, pushed into the little duchy without interference, a 
military commentator told a press conference at the War Min- 
istry in Paris. 


ALLIES PUSH NORTH AND EAST. 
At the same time, however, the Allied war machine was 


pushing north and east, the spokesman declared. He said 
contact was established between opposing units. 


The commander-in-chief of The Netherlands armed forces 


tonight declared Germany’s surprise attack on Holland a failure. 


The commander-in-chief, Gen. Henri Gerard Winkelman, 


gave that appraisal in an order of the day to his troops. 


In The Netherlands, where water defenses were flooded in 


strategic regions, the Germans used flat-bottomed boats to span 
inundated areas. Warplanes bombed airports and other objec- 
tives or landed troops by parachute. Fleet units struck along 
the coast. 


Britain officially announced tonight that the Royal Air 


Force had attacked ‘‘enemy-occupied’’ airdromes in The Neth- 
erlands and that British flyers in France had bombed: German 


troops. 


The Berlin radio announced the occupation of The Hague, 


the seat of The Netherlands Government, and parts of Rotter- 
dam. Queen Wilhelmina broadcast a ‘‘flaming protest against 
the unexampled violation of good faith.”’

The French pointed out they 
had assured President Roose- 
velt that orders had been given 
the air force prohibiting bom- 
bardment of civil populations 
and limiting bombardments to 
“military objectives.”

“During the past week it became 
more and more certain that Brit- 
ish and French measures such as 
the massing of motorized and arm- 
ored divisions on the Belgian bor- 
der, strengthening the left wing 
with North African attacking di- 
visions, landing Canadian units on 
rrench soil, etc. ... were intended 
to preface an attack in the nearest 
future on the part of the Western 
Powers via Belgian and Dutch 
territory. 
“Despite these facts, no meas- 
ures of any kind were inaugurated 
by Belgium and France. March- 
ing plans continued to be direct- 
ed against Germany, although 
for months allegedly ‘alarming’ for- 
mations found no confirmation. — 
“Along the Belgian-French front, 
street barricades were removed in 
the entire area up to the ocean 
while at the same time considera- 
ble augmentations were effected 
against Germany along the border. 
Thereby the British French bor- 
der was open at all times to an in- 
march of invasionary character 
for the Western Powers. 
“Belgium Opposed to Germany.” 
“Of a decisive nature was the at- 
titude especially of Belgium, which 
must be characterized as one-sided- 
ly opposed’ to Germany. 


“Only on that score can be ex- 
plained the reasons given by the 
Belgians for the one-sided march- 
ing plans against Germany and for 
the removal of security measures 
against France despite marching 
plans, the danger to Belgium for a 
French-English flank on the Bel- 
gian frontiers. 


“The reason assigned is in ef- 
fect that Belgium herself was 
threatened only by the German 
marching plan. 


“Favoritism shown by Belgium to 
a French-English entry always pre- 
supposed a German invasion.

“The sudden regrouping of Bel-

“Such stripping of the border 
could only be carried through after 
agreement with the Powers on its

“Accordingly subsequent meas- 
ures taker by Belgium confirmed 
that rapidly moving British and 
French troops should be pitted 
against the Germans quickly, with 
Belgian support over Dutch terri- 
tory, namely on the Northeast and 
Eastern borders.

Nazis Report Shooting Down En- 
glish Plane in Fight Over Thames. 


BERLIN, May 10 (AP).—German 
reconnaissance planes shot down an 
English pursuit plane of the Spit- 


fire type after a sharp air fight 
north of the Thames River, the 
DNB, official German news agency, 
announced today. 

Two British planes were shot 
down by German anti-aircraft fire 
in the course of a raid on Bergen, 
Norway, DNB said. 

Apparently in response to foreign 
radio broadcasts, a German Gov- 
ernment spokesman declared that 
nothing but militaary objectives 
had been bombed in Belgium and 
The Netherlands. 

Foreign reports concerning bomb- 
ings of Antwerp, Nancy and Lyon 
were mentioned in this respect. The 
French had reported two soldiers 
were killed by a raid on Lyon, and 
that there were dead and wounded 
at Nancy. 


Official German Statement. 


The text of the communique: 

“The German Air Force at dawn 
of May 10 started “ith strong units 
of all kinds for operations in the 
West and. landed many units on 
Belgian and Dutch airports. 

“The airports and their environs 
were brought-into the hands of the 
German Air Force in a very short 
time. 

“Airports lying in Eastern and 
Central France were the targets of 
German surprise bomb attacks, in 
the course of which airports were 
destroyed and large fires started. 

“The airports at Saint Omer, 
Vitry-Le-Francois (on the Marne, 
100 miles due east of Paris) and 


Metz were effectively destroyed. 

“After the Belgian Government 
had called English and French 
troops into the countries and the 
Dutch Government declared a state 
of war between Holland and Ger- 
many, German air attacks also were 
extended to include military objec- 
tives in Belgium and Holland. 

“In the course of these actions 
the airports at Antwerp and Brus- 
sels, among others, alsO were 
bombed successfully. 

“Units of the air force supported 
the advance of the army and shared 
decisively in capturing one Belgian 
port. 

“Capt. Koch and First Lieut. Wit- 
zig especially distinguished them- 
selves by their boldness and energy. 
The Fuehrer and Most Supreme 
Commander awarded these two offi- 
cers the Knight’s Cross of the Iron 
Cross.” (This is Germany’s high- 
est military award, superseding the 
Pour le Merite of the Iron Cross of 
World War days.) 

The spokesman asserted Adolf 
Hitler had told his air force noth- 
ing but militaary objectives should 
be attacked. 

It was denied that German para- 
chute troops used Dutch uniforms 
when they dropped behind the 
Dutch lines. German parachute 
troops have their own distinctive 
uniform, the spokesman asserted. 

Belgian airports at Brussels and 
Antwerp also were raided and 
bombed by strong German units, 
the announcement said. 

The air force landed numerous 
troop units in Holland and Bel- 
gium. The High Command said 
raids on military objectives in 
Belgium and Holland were carried 
out after both countries had de- 
clared a state of war. 


LONDON REPORT 
OF HAGUE BOMBING 


LONDON, May 10 (AP).—An 
unofficial British statement said 
today The Hague, seacoast capital 
of The Netherlands, had been 
bombed by the German invaders. 

“Our air attache at The Hague 
was nearly killed by a bomb which 
fell close to the Foreign Office 
early this morning,” the statement 
said. 

British anti-aircraft — batteries 
went into action early today at sev- 
eral points on the Thames estuary 
when five planes, believed to be 
Heinkel bombers, were seen flying 
in an easterly’ direction. 

Flashes of bursting shells were 
plainly visible to thousands of per- 
sons in townships near the river 
who were awakened by sounds of 
the guns. The planes were flying 
at an altitude of about 10,000 feet. 

The British Royal Air Force shot 
down five German bombers in “suc- 
cessful” resistance of Nazi attacks 
on British air bases in France, the 
Air Ministry announced today. 

“In the early hours this morning 
enemy aircraft unsuccessfully at- 
tacked several airdromes occupied 
by the R. A. F. in France,” said a 
Ministry communique. 

“R. A. F. fighters engaged the 
enemy and it is already known that 
five enemy aircraft were shot 
down.”

German troops trying 
to advance along the left bank also 
iwere kept from crossing the stream 
by stubborn Dutch resistance. 
Dutch Hold Right Bank. 

The Dutch were entirely in con- 
trol of the right bank early this 
afterhoon. All drawbridges had 
been opened to prevent crossings. 

Barricades were thrown up in the 
streets. The Germans were using 
abandoned street cars for shelters. 

The Germans who landed in the 
river had both light and heavy 
machine guns. They easily dis- 
armed the few Dutch soldiers 
guarding the big bridge and took 
the railway station on the left bank 
with little trouble. 

A police inspector who was near 
the station drew a_ revolver and 
was shot down immediately. Other 
police were killed or wounded in 
trying to resist. 

In Amsterdam, only an hour and 
a half motor trip northeast of Rot- 
‘'terdam, the stock exchange was 
closed and Dutch, Nazi and Com- 
\munist newspapers were shut down 
‘by Government order. 

Amsterdam Airport Bombed. 
Schipohl airport, about five miles 
south of Amsterdam, was bombed 
heavily at dawn, but Amsterdam, 
capital and largest city of The 
Netherlands, with a population of 
nearly 800,000, was not attacked. 
Fifteen persons were wounded, 
five seriously, at Schipohl, and 
houses about the airport were 
wrecked. Anti-aircraft fire and 
fighter planes met the attackers, 
and shell bursts were clearly visi- 
ble from buildings in Amsterdam. 
The nation, spurred by a radio 
proclamation by Queen Wilhelmina 
against Germany, threw its 
strength against the encroaching 
Germans and battled fiercely with 
the “suicide squads” of German 
machine-gunners landed by para- 
chute in The Netherlands interior. 
The Netherlands air force also 
took to the skies, joining patrols 
of British, French and _ Belgian 
planes, and it was reported that at 
least six German planes were shot 
down in the first hour of warfare. 
The Dutch army was said to have 
been fully prepared for the inva- 
sion. The soldiery was said to be 
putting up strong resistance in the 
east despite one German thrust 
which was said to have carried the 
invasion 15 miles within the bor- 
der. 

At various points German trans- 
ports dumped parachute shock 
troops who came down to earth for 
rearguard assaults on the Dutch. 
Many of these men were reported 
wiped out. 

Bridges over the Maas and Waal 
rivers had been blown up to block 
the overland advance of the Ger- 
mans. There were indications that 
The Netherlands, too, had released 
the full force of its inundation de- 
fenses in threatened areas. 

The Government immediately put 
into force plans for civil defense. 
A blackout was ordered starting to- 
night. Voluntary civil militia in 
Amsterdam was mobilized and ef- 
forts were made to frustrate any 
“fifth column” activities within the 
country. 

The Dutch had before them the 
recent lesson of Germany’s invasion 
of Norway in which confusion of 
orders, sabotage and treachery 
within Norway aided the German 
advance, 


German Note and Reply. 


At 6 a. m. the German Minister, 
Dr. Julius Count von Zech Sonst 
von Burkersroda called upon Neth- 
erlands Foreign Minister Eelco N, 
Vankleffens and presented the fol- 
lowing note: 

“We announce the coming of an) 
enormous German army. Every 
resistance is absolutely useless. 
“Germany guarantees the present 
status of possessions (of The Neth- 
erlands) in Europe as well as over- 
seas, as well as the dynasty, if every 
resistance is dropped. If not, then 
there is danger of complete annihi- 
lation of the country and of the 
state’s Government. 

“Therefore we recommend you 
urgently to address a summons to 
the nation and the military forces 
and furthermore to enter into com- 
munication with German military 
commanders. 

“The motives are: We have un- 
deniable proofs of an immediately 
threatening invasion by France and 
England of Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg, which inva- 
sion had been prepared long ago 
with the privity (knowledge) of 
Holland and Belgium, with the aim 
to attack the Ruhrgebiet (Ruhr 
district).” 

To this Vankleffens answered: 

“Her Majesty’s Government de- 
nies the supposition that any hostile 
agreement has been brought about 
with any foreign Power against 
Germany. 

“On account of this unexampled 
assault, undertaken without warn- 
ing on Germany’s part against The 
Netherlands, the Dutch Govern- 
ment considers itself to be at war 
with the German Reich.” 

First Attack by Nazis. 

The first German troops struck 
at The Netherlands border at 3 
a.m. and at 9 a. m. today were re- 
ported to have advanced as far as 
ljsel. 

For the parachute landing of 
troops some of the invaders, ac- 
cording to the Dutch, wore Nether- 
lands uniforms. (Germany denied 
this charge immediately—it would 
be a violation of the conventions 
of war.) 
The Germans said to have worn 
their enemy’s uniform were report- 
ed to have been surrounded and 
destroyed. :

The Nazis are striving to cut a 
corridor straight through the coun- 
try, from Dusseldorf and Cologne, 
on the German side of the frontier, 
to The Hague, Flushing and Rot- 
terdam on the English Channel. 
Everything else in the German 
plan waits on the attainment of 
this objectivé. 

Its advantages are obvious, The 
great Belgian defensive system 
runs close along the border south 
of this region. But that defensive 
system at this point consists main- 
ly of the Albert Canal. It protects 
the Belgian frontier; but in the 
present state of affairs it also 
nicely protects the German left 
flank, makes it extremely difficult 
to take the German corridor in the 
flank. 

On the north the aim is to throw 
the Dutch army back into the 
hook of Holland and Croningen 
Province, the big bulge that stands 
east of the Zuyder Zee. If this 
German corridor is set up, if tne 
Dutch army is thus thrown back 
northward, it can be destroyed at 
the leisure of the Germans. The 
peints at which the Allied could 
land troops on the coast north of 
The Hague and Rotterdam are 
few and would be dominated by 
the German air force, It would 
be Norway over again. 

Belgium a Side Issue. 

The simultaneous attacks on Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg are holding 
attacks. It is doubtful whether 
they will even be pressed home 
unless the Belgian lines show sur- 
prising weaknesses and open up 
to give the Nazi motorized columns 
a chance for a quick thrust into 
the heart of the country. It has 
been obvious for months that Bel- 
gium would jump in to help the 
Dutch if the latter were attacked. 
Hence the holding attack to keep 
the Belgian troops at home. 

The real objective-remains Hol- 
land and that small portion of Hol- 
land that runs from Dusseldorf to 
the English Channell. In this por- 
tion of the country flood defenses 
are weak or non-existent. There is 
only a narrow belt right along the 
German frontier that can be flood- 
ed at all; the ground is too high. 
The Germans appear already to 
have crossed this belt by means of 
their parachute troops, rubber boats 


and similar devices. Ry opening

the flood gates farther north, the 
Dutch have eommitted one of their 
first strategic errors; they have 
closed off their chance of making 
a counterattack into the flank of 
the German movement. 

The violent German air “bomb- 
ings in Belgium, Holland, Northern 
France are all of part of the same 
picture. Their main objective is 
to keep the Allied air forces from 
striking at moving German col- 
umns as they cut swiftly across 
Holland toward the _ sea. The 
bombing of Lyon, incidentally, 
looks peculiarly ominous; it is the 
threat of a move through Switzer- 
land now or in a few days, for the 
Lyon airport is the headquarters 
of that section of French aviation 
that covers the outlets from Switz- 
zerland. 

Then what is the purpose of this 
drive toward the sea? To gain 
the bases from which Germany 
can launch her long-expected and 
long-delayed aerial and submarine 
attack on England. Perhaps now, 
also, it will be possible for the 
Germans to throw troops directly 
into England itself. ’ 

Allies in Tight Spot. 

At the present moment, and un- 
less the Allies can deliver some 
such sensational counterstroke as 
breaking through the _ Siegfried 
line, Germany appears to have won 
the war. It is difficult to see how 
the Nazis can be stopped short of 
their objectives in Holland. It is 
still more difficult to see how the 
Allies can drive them out, 

Unfortunately, Holland is not 
merely a European Power. It is 
also an American Power, control- 
ling Curacao and Paramaribo, 
spots vital to American safety, as 
they control the inlets to the Pana- 
ma Canal. Holland is also an 
Asiatic Power, controlling those 
vast possessions in the Indies 
from which so many materials come 
that we cannot do without in this 
country. 

The invasion of Holland puts the 
U. S. into the war; at the present 
only in the status of Italy, “not 
neutral but non-belligerent.”

HOUSE VOTES 
£712. 000.000 FOR 
FARM PARITY FUND 


Yields to Senate on Agri- 
cultural Bill, Increasing 
Total to More Than 
$900, 000,000. 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP)—~ 
House capitulation to the Senate 
assured farmers today of parity 
payments and other -egular benefit 
checks next year, but focused con- 
gressional attention on the status 
of Federal finances. 

The House approved yesterday 
$213.000,000 for parity payments and 
an $85,000,000 increase in automatic 
appropriations of $100,000,000 for 
disposal of surplus farm crops, 
largely through use of the food 
stamp plan. 

Those funds, already voted by the 
Senate, increased the total of the 
1941 Agriculture Department supply 
bill to more than $900,000,000, plus 
$90,000,000 in RFC loans for farm 
tenants and the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration. 

As a result, most House members 
agreed that Congress might have to 
raise the statutory Federal debt 
limit of 45 billion dollars or push 
through a new tax bill. 


An administration leader hinted 
that President Roosevelt might 
have several plans in mind to avoid 
both issues. No une considered the 
possibility that he might veto the 
big bill because it exceeded his bude 
get recommendations of about $788,- 
000,000, 

Test Vote 207-176. 

Final approval of the parity pay- 
ments was by voice vote, following 
a preliminary rollcall test an- 
nounced as 207 to 176. The House 
voted, however, to alter the Senate- 
approved method of distributing 
the funds in order that wheat and 
corn farmers would get larger 
shares. 

The decision came during consid- 
eration of 20 Senate amendments 
to the bill. The Senate must con- 
sider House amendments before the 
big measure goes to the White 
House.

In 1914, when the World War was pre- 
cipitated, there was no Versailles Treaty 
binding Germany, no reparations to be 
paid, no colonies lost. Germany was 
prosperous. ‘Why then did she go to 
war? Her apologists represented her as 
forced into it by the aggressions and 
machinations of her enemies. 

In 1914, Germany’s ambition to destroy 
the British fleet and to create a greater 
Germany stretching from the northern to 
the southern seas parallels her aims to- 
day. Why this inordinate desire of power, 
this discontent, this excessive preoccupa- 
tion with military affairs? 

The answer to the above questions is 
psychological and must be sought, as 
history plainly shows, in the instincts and 
temper that have obsessed the German 
nation more than any other—a temper 
which seeks not equality and peace but 
domination, not co-operation but vassal-

Of course, it is but human nature to 
find a scapegoat and the Versailles 
Treaty is but one of several. Germany 
may need seaports and colonies and broad 
domains, but most of all she needs a 
change of heart. 

So, it is not so much the Englishman 
we want on top, as it is the English 
principle, the principle of more fellow- 
ship.

HITLER’S BLOW IN THE WEST. 
Again the Nazis have moved with their boasted 
lightning speed, and again inoffensive neutrals feel 
the crushing, shattering attack of Adolf Hitler’s air 
bombers and mechanized columns. 

This time, the ruthless attack on smaller noncom- 
batants means the oft-threatened “blow in the West.” 
Historic events that will affect the whole outcome of 
the war, and perhaps the shape of Europe’s future, 
seem directly ahead. 

The victims of the sudden thrust this time are two 
of Europe’s most industrious and respected peoples: 
the Dutch and the Belgians. For Belgium, it is the 
return of a 25-year-old nightmare, seemingly doubled 
or tripled in violence. For The Netherlands, the long- 
dreaded Nazi attack is the first the country has suf- 
fered since Napoleon’s day. Luxembourg, helpless 
little Grand Duchy, yields to the invaders, just as it 
did in 1914. 

What has become a formula for Nazi violation of 
neighboring sovereignty again comes automatically 
into play. The hollow explanation of invasion to 
“protect” a small nation’s neutrality once more is 
proffered. Dr. Goebbels and Ribbentrop’s “proof” of 
Allied plotting will not command this time even the 
microscopic credence received in world opinion when 
Norway was the victim. The evidence is all against 
such a fantasy as the Nazi propagandists ask the 
world to swallow. 

For this is no defensive move forced upon an un- 
willing Reich. It is a plan carefuly planned for 
months, almost launched several times before, and 
then postponed. Again, methodical preparation in 
every detail is seen in today’s reports of Nazi tactics. 
Again, as with Norway, the Allies get a belated start. 
And Hitler has timed his new attack for the moment 
when Britain is in the throes of a Cabinet crisis. 

The Fuehrer once more has seized the initiative and 
chosen the battleground. He chooses a spot where 
Britain’s naval supremacy counts for little or noth- 
ing, where his own aerial and land superiority has 
full opportunity to make its weight count in another 
swift drive. 

It is a drive not merely to add more territory to 
Greater Germany, but an effort to deal the decisive 
blow. Waiting out the blockade is not the Hitler 
method. Now he aims for strategic position that will 
make possible an effort to attack the Maginot line at 
its weakest point. It is a variant of that great 
wheeling movement through Belgium, the Schlieffen 
plan, which brought the Kaiser’s armies within a few 
miles of Paris a quarter-century ago. 

The channel ports, another goal of the World War, 
are also within the reach of this new rive. If they 
fall to Hitler, Britain’s danger will be unlike anything 
it has faced in modern times. 

At last, it would seem, the war is out in the open. 
Can the Allies rush planes and troops to the Low 
Countries in time, and in sufficient quantities, to stem 
the Nazi tide? Now they are no longer fighting to 
keep Hitler from strengthening his position. Today 
the war is at their front door; the actual life-and- 
death struggle is beginning. 

More than ever, the United States needs to keep a 
cool head. Our people’s sympathies naturally go out 
to the peaceful, industrious people of the invaded 
lands, just as Americans always sympathize with the 
underdog. The new phase comes close to American 
areas of political and economic interest. But we must 
be careful lest our emotions carry us into danger. 

The machinery for safeguarding American neutral- 
ity has swung into action. The effect of Nazi inva- 
sion upon Dutch colonial possessions in the Western 
Hemisphere and the Pacific is being carefully weighed. 
It is a time for the wisest of statesmanship at Wash- 
ington, and for clear thinking among the people. 

Europe now is headed for the horrible head-on 
clash of armies, the desperate drive of Nazi force 
against the Allied defenses, which has been awaited 
with shuddering fear since last September. It is the 
grueling test of Allied tactical skill, which has limped 
far behind thus far, against a daring and shrewd 
and remorseless opponent. Epochal history will be 
written in the next few days. Will the ancient Belgian 
battleground see another Mons, or another Waterloo? 
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AN ENLIGHTENED CITIZENSHIP RULING. 

Women may be trained to handle rifles and ma- 
chine guns in the European dictatorships, but they 
never have to think about bearing arms in this 
country—except when they appear in Federal court 
for naturalization. Then, if they do not agree to do 
so, citizenship may be denied. It has been denied in 
many cases, and the Supreme Court upheld the pol- 
icy in the celebrated case of Rosika Schwimmer, de- 
cided 11 years ago this month. 

A salute therefore is due. United States District 
Judge M. J. Englert of Fargo, N. D., who granted 
citizenship papers to Martha May Rude despite her 
refusal to promise to bear arms. The naturaliza- 
tion examjner protested, but Judge Englert over- 
ruled him, and thereby put common sense ahead of 
the unreasonable requirement. It is a rule that has 
barred from citizenship many high-type persons, sin- 
cere in their convictions, while a host of alien gang- 
sters, agitators and other undesirables, who have no 
scruples about shvoting, are granted their papers, 
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GEORGE CALEB BINGHAM COMES INTO HIS OWN. 

It must be a great satisfaction to Missourians like 
C. B. Rollins and Floyd C. Shoemaker, who long have 
sung the praises of George Caleb Bingham, to see the 
pictorial recorder of simple democracy on the early 
Missouri frontier at last recognized for his true 
worth. Certainly the increasing interest in his robust, 
lively canvases is the “future recognition” which 
Helen Fern Rusk foresaw in her monograph on “the 
Missouri artist,” published more than 25 years ago. 

Pretty much neglected after his death in 1879, 
Bingham was not “dusted off’ until the St. Louis 
Art Museum assembled 20 of his paintings and eight 
prints in 1934. Everyone relished meeting his jolly 
flatboatmen, wily politicians, shrewd villagers and 
carefree loafers, and the exhibition’s success here led 
to a showing at Kansas City later. Then it was ex- 
hibited at the Museum of Modern Art in New York 
and at Hartford, Conn., in eyebrow-lifting New En- 
gland. Three years ago, Bingham’s very interesting 
canvas of adventurous “fur traders descending the 
Missouri,” a work now owned by the Metropolitan 
Museum, went to Paris in a collection of representa- 
tive American art covering a period of 300 years. 
Now, Bingham. and his pioneering work—Jor he 
did to a large degree in his day what Benton, Wood, 
Curry and others are doing now—are the subject of a 
large and handsome book, “George Caleb Bingham of 
Missouri.” The writer, Albert Christ-Janer of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., carefully analyzes Bingham’s genre 
painting, employes recently discovered letters to throw 
new light on Bingham’s personality and career, and 
corrects errors which have enjoyed cifrrency. “Stump 
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Speaking,” “Raftsmen Playing Cards,” “Order No. 11” 
and many other reproductions appear in color. 
More than a century ago, a widowed mother taught 
school in her farm home on the Missouri frontier, 
while her son mixed axle grease, brick dust, vegetable’ 
dyes and oil to make the paints he needed for por- 
traits of the townsfolk of Franklin. That son has 
always belonged on any list of distinguished Mis- 
sourians and at long last the country is meeting him, 
in the words of an admirer, Thomas Hart Benton, as 
one who “made a specifically American statement” in 
art—“as among the first of those who set the pace.” 
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FOR AN IMPROVED BENCH. 
Nine seats on the St. Louis Circuit bench— 
the largest number ever to expire regularly in an 
election year—will be filled this November. This 
means that the judicial primary in August will be of 
proportionately greater importance than usual. 
Fortunately, it appears that the community is com- 
ing to appreciate this early in the year. Mayor 
Dickmann and Chairman Hannegan of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee are preparing a plan for rec- 
ommendation of a slate of Democratic judicial can- 
didates, selected for their professional standing, by 
a committee of Democratic lawyers with former Cir- 
cuit Judge Jesse McDonald. The plan is to come 
before the Democratic organization next Monday for 
probable adoption. 
Letters asking recommendations of candidates for 
judicial nominations are being sent to all members 
of the St. Louis bar by a special committee of the 
Republican City Committee, seeking by this method 
to obtain a slate of qualified candidates for support 
by the city committee. The special committee is com- 
posed of 10 lawyers on the city committee, headed 
by W. T. O. Hart of the Twenty-eighth Ward. 
Meantime, the St. Louis Bar Association and the 
Lawyers’ Association are making plans for ‘their 
election year polls, 
should be the last year of judicial elections on party 
tickets, Let the party organizations and bar groups 
do their best to nominate qualified men in August. 
And let every Missourian make up his mind now 
to vote in November for the judicial amendment 
which will take the selection of Judges out of par- 
tisan battles. 
Mayor Dickmann’s deduction is right: that there ifs 
a widespread feeling that the standards of the St. 
Louis bench are not what they should be. The pri- 
mary and the election afford opportunity for two 
sound blows for real improvement. 
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NEW YORK AND MISSOURI: A CONTRAST. 

New York’s insistence on family responsibility in 
relief and family welfare matters is no passing 
fancy. New York means it. Sons and daughters, 
when able, have been required consistently to care 
for needy parents, who otherwise would be on relief. 
Now a Judge in New York City has ruled that grand- 
parents are obligated, both morally and legally, to 
contribute to the support of their grandchildren when 
the parents are unable to provide for them. 

Contrast this with the situation in Missourf. One 
of the principal causes of the swollen pension rolls 
here is the failure of sons and daughters to provide 
for their indigent mothers and fathers. Some Mis- 
sourians care nothing for the responsibility of family 
ties and are quite content to force the State to take 
care of their parents. 
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Nazis Restrict Travel to Soldiers—Headline. The 
chances are nobody else wants to go where German 
trains are running these days. 
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ANOTHER BIT OF EVIDENCE. 

Perhaps it is a mistake to apply such a diminutive 
as “bit” to anything involving $20,000,000. How- 
ever, the indictment in New York yesterday of How- 
ard C. Hopson, one of the founders of the vast Asso- 
ciated Gas & Electric system, on a charge of mak- 
ing illegal profits in excess of that amount out of 
its securities, does seem to be another bit of evidence 
for the need of a policeman, like the SEC, in Wall 
Street. 

It is an open secret that a good many axes are 
being sharpened for the neck of this New Deal 
agency, especially at the Southern end of Manhattan. 
William McChesney Martin Jr., president of the Stock 
Exchange, for example, long ago terminated his 
“honeymoon” with the SEC. 

Here, however, is one governmental agency. that 
has, in the main, won the confidence of the American 
people. The past has seen such flagrant abuses at 
the expense of investors that even many dealers 
in securities are supporters of SEC regulation. A 
campaign against the SEC would be highly unpopu- 
lar. And, if democracy means anything, such an ef- 
fort would be unsuccessful. 
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According to the charges made by Mayor Remnsni- 
der of Belleville, the professional gamblers have been 
told to go on with the game and pay no attention to 
the law-abiding element. 
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THAT SOUTH SEAS IMPULSE. 

Mr. Farley’s interesting discovery—that there is a 
great demand for postmasters’ jobs in the South 
Seas—is one for the psychologists and the national 
pulse-feeler. Why should people from all over the 
country write in to apply for assignment to those 
remote and lonely dots in the Pacific? Just a long- 
ing for solitude, for separation from the cares that 
infest the day, for a reprieve from the jitters of a 
helter-skelter civilization. ‘ 

They may not like the {isolated post long after 
they get there. The would-be colonists who went to 
a deserted Caribbean isle a few months ago soon de- 
cided they wanted none of it, after all. But the tem- 
porary mood of escapism has a large following. It ac- 
counts for the popularity of movies about Shangri-la 
and other fantastic refuges, and books about far 
countries and imaginary realms. But the impulse 
wears off, or the fancied delight of solitude turns 
into acute boredom. The census takers find very few 
professional hermits on their decennial rounds. 

Frustration and insecurity may sometimes tempt 
the human animal to resign from society, but he is 
gregarious by instinct, and soon returns to the herd. 
If Mr, Farley really needed carriers on the R. F. D. 
routes around Yap, the replacement problem would 
be a serious one.

The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


N this hour when dictators are boasting 
| tnat their systems of government are 

more efficient than are democracies, it is 
important that we should realize that no- 
body ever claimed for democracy that it 
necessarily meant good government, but 
only that it meant self-government, 

It has always been the prerogative of de- 
mocracy to stumble and to err, to blunder 
and often to waste. But this has always 
been held to be at its worst something far 
finer and much better for all humanity 
than an efficient dictatorship. 

The democracy school believes that free- 
dom is the all-important thing, the freedom 
of the individual to his conscience, to his 
right to. speak or to publish whatever he 
thinks, and the freedom of all citizens to 
come together freely and to discuss their 
mutual problems, to redress their griev- 
ances. This is the philosophy of the Ameri- 
can Government, which from its very be- 
ginning has sought to govern and to regi- 
ment as little as possible. 

It is true that in this era of swollen 
capitalism and tremendous business com- 
binations, it has been more and more neces- 
sary for even the American Government 
to invade the field of business. Yet every 
step it has taken it has taken slowly and 
reluctantly and only when compelled to do 
so in the interest of the general welfare. 

The American theory is that the wisdom 
necessary to conduct a government for mil- 
lions of people is not to be found in a single 
individual, and particularly if that individu- 
al is not the choice of the whole people, 
but self-appointed and maintained in of- 
fice by bayonets and the heatiman’s ax. 

I am sure that I cannot, put the American 
case better than by quoting from Carl 
Schurz, the distinguished American of Ger- 
man birth. It will be recalled that Schurz 
at 19 was one of the student leaders in 
the revolution of 1848 in South Germany, 
from the defeat of which he barely escaped 
with his life, and the death sentence was 
passed upon him. 

He came to the United States in 1852 and 
became the most distinguished citizen of 
foreign birth that the country has ever had,

being successively Minister to Spain, a 
Brigadier-General and Major-General in the 
Rebellion of 1861-65, a Senator of the United 
States from the State of Missouri, and a 
member of the Cabinet of President Hayes. 

Although he found the American Republic 
to be quite different from what he thought 
it would be when he set sail for it, he 
was not long in learning to understand it, 
and soon after his arrival sent this extraor- 
dinary interpretation of the American ex- 
periment to an old friend in Germany: 

“The democrat just arrived from Europe, 
who has so far lived on a world of ideas 
and has had no opportunity to see these 
ideas put into actual, sound practice, will 
ask himself, hesitatingly, IS this, indeed a 
free people? Is this a real democracy? 

“Yes, this is humanity when it is free, 
All strength, all weakness, all that is good, 
all that is bad, is here in full view and in 
free activity. The struggle of principles goes 
on unimpeded; outward freedom shows us 
which enemies have to be overcome before 
we can gain inner freedom. 

“He who wishes liberty must not be sur- 
prised if men do not appear better than 
they are. Freedom is the only state in 
which it is possible for men to learn to 
know themselves, in which they show them- 
selves as they are.” And then he wrote these 
words, so applicable today: 

“Every glance into the political life of 
America strengthens my conviction that the 
aim of a revolution can be nothing else than 
to make room for the will of the people— 
in other words, to break every authority 
which has its organization in the life of the 
State, and as far as possible, to overturn the 
barriers to individual liberty.” 

There can be no doubt as to how that 
great German-American would stand if he 
were here today. The truths that he wrote 
then are even more vital and compelling 
today than in 1852. And the road to de- 
mocracy, though it may be never-ending, re- 
mains the only safe and sound road for 
peoples to take who wish the greatest of all 
greatest boons, self-government and com- 
plete freedom, subject only to the limitation 
of respecting the rights of others. 


The Pulitzer Prize Award to Mr. Howard

year’s awards include at least one which 
rings the bell; the one wherein Bart B. How- 
ard, formerly of Joplin, now with the St.

Downs last Satufday. Editorial writing is 
his dish.

The best of his stuff is not merely tinctured 
with genius. It is flooded with it.

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NEW SET OF SPOTLIGHTS 
FOR FOREST PARK THEATER 


Supplemental Equipment Being In- 
stalled to Floodlight Sets in 
Soft Colors. 

A set of new type vari-colored 


spotlights is being installed at the 
Municipal Theater in Forest Park 
to supplement stage lights already 
in use, it was announced yesterday. 
They will be ready for operation 
when the season opens June 3 
with “The American .Way.” 


The chief purpose of the new 
equipment will be to floodlight the 
sets in soft colors, thus freeing 
other lighting equipment for con- 
centration on action, Richard Ber- 
ger, production manager, said. Sus- 
pended overhead and operated by 
remote control, each light will have 
four movable arms holding color 
plates in blue, amber, light pink 
and steel blue. It is expected that 
better perspective and depth will 
be achieved with the new equip- 
ment. 

“Our illumination sometimes was 
cut in half in previous seasons,” 
Berger said. “For example, when 
a night scene would follow a day 
we had neither time nor men to 
go out on the overhead catwalks 
to readjust the lights from amber 
to blue. The effect had to be 
achieved by making them half am- 
ber and half blue before the per- 
formance.

CITY BUDGET BILL 
BEFORE ALDERMEN 


PDaily Sessions to Be Held on 
20-Million Proposal—Tax 
Measure Offered. 


The annual city budget bill, for 
the fiscal year which started a 
month ago, appropriating $20,169,- 
618 for general purposes, was in- 
troduced today in the Board of 
Aldermen, which will hold daily 
sessions until it is passed. The 
amount is $717,387 more than ex- 
penditures in the last year, but 
$2,769,587 less than departments 
had requested for this year. 

Also inrtoduced was the bill to 
fix the 1940 city tax rate at the 
same level as 1939—$1.35 on the $100 
for general purposes and 40 cents 
for the interest and sinking fund. 


The Board of Education is expected 
to fix the school tax rate next Tues- 
day the same as last year, 87 cents. 
The State has cut its rate from 15 
to 12 cents. Thus the aggregate 
rate here will be reduced from $2.77 
to $2.74. 


Revenue for the current year is 
estimated at $20,540,000, including 
$850,000 from the city cigarette tax. 
If this tax should be’ repealed, 
through the initiative, as proposed, 
income would be decreased about 
$600,000. As drawn, the budget con- 
templates a surplus for the year of 
$370,382, available for decreasing 
the municipal deficit, which was 
$1,682,733 at the start of the fiscal] 
year, or about half what it was a 
year ago. 


The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment issued a statement as- 
serting that in reducing the Elec- 
tion Board appropriation from 
$575,000 to $500,000 it had no inten- 
tion of curtailing the latter agency 
in the performance of its duties. 
The cut in the election allowance 
was proportionately less than for 
some departments under direct city 
control, it was added. 


Tentative School Budget $11,300,000, 
or $700,000 Above Income. 


A tentative budget for the com- 
ing school year calling for expendi- 


itures of $11,300,000, or $700,000 more 


than estimated income, was ap- 
proved yesterday by the Board of 
Education Finance Committee. The 


excess expenditure would be drawn 
from surplus which now stands at 
$2,100,000. 

Philip J. Hickey, secretary-treas- 
urer of the board, said instruction 
costs were expected to be reduced, 
and supply and building costs were 
expected to rise. The supply de- 
partment would probably require 
more money next vear for textbooks 
and fuel, and the building depart- 
ment would spend more on replace- 
ments to equipment, Hickey said.

The witness asserted that 11 
employes active in trying to union- 
ize the company were segregated in 
quarters, which were known among 
the workers as “the _ isolation 
ward.” 

Asked to comment on Dubinsky’s 
testimony, Reed took the stand 
this afternoon and denied being 
“an exploiter of labor.” 

“Mr. Dubinsky knows,” he said, 
“that I have not now and never 
had a dollar of interest in the Don- 
nelly plant, and that I have nothing 
to do with its management. 
| “I do not propose to enter into 
an argument about facts with Mr. 
Dubinsky. These facts have been 
threshed out in two Federal courts 
and they are substantially as I 
told them Saturday.” 


Company Union. 


Half of the Donnelly concern’s 
employes were paid less than $10 
a week, Dubinsky said; 31 per cent 
got less than $6 a week, and only 
9 per cent were paid $15 or more. 


When the Labor Act was upheld, 
according to Dubinsky, the com- 
pany underwent “a complete change 
of heart,” and induced its.employes 
to form a plant organization, the 
Donnelly Garment Co. union. 

Reviewing the history of the in- 
ternational, and its social and phil- 
anthropic activities, the witness 
shouted: “Not even Senator Reed 
can impugn its honor and integ- 
rity.” It was second only to the 
New Deal itself, he said, in bring- 
ing about shorter hours and higher 
wages. 

Cross-examined by Edmund M. 
Toland, general counsel of the com- 
mittee, Dubinsky said his union 
has had 213 cases before the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, of 
which 113 were withdrawn and 23 
are pending. Out of 48 cases heard 
by trial examiners or the board, 
the union won 35, he said. 

* The International, the witness re- 
lated, was affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor for 40 
years, until 1936, and then joined 
the CIO for two years. He was 
asked how much the International 
contributed to the CIO during that 
time. 

Contributions to CIO. 


“How could I tell?” Dubinsky 
countered, “I only know it cost us 
$350,000.” 

Contributions, he explained, in- 
cluded $108,000 in per capita dues, 
$100,000 for a steel drive, $104,000 
for a textile drive and $40,000 for 
a CIO union which he did not name. 
The international, he went on, has 
given $30,000 or $40,000 a year to 
the American Labor party of New 
York, and in 1936 contributed $5000 
to Labor’s Non-Partisan League. 

That the National LAbor Rela- 
tions Board urged the International 
and its locals to conduct a lobby 
by mail against amendments to the 
labor act was brought out when To- 
land introduced correspondence of 
January, 1939, between Nathan 
Witt, secretary of the board, and 
Thurlow Smoot, its regional attor- 
ney in St. Louis. 


On Jan. 16, Smoot wrote, he 
asked Meyer Perlstein, regional 
manager of the International, to 
get resolutions from the various 
unions under his influence opposing 
all amendments ta the act, or let- 
ters of that tenor to Represent- 
atives and Senators from Missouri. 
Perlstein answered, according to 
Smoot, that in view of the fact 
ithat the International “was very 
close to the board,” such action 
by its locals would be “silly.” 
Smoot appealed against this ar- 


gument to Witt, who replied on 
Jan. 20: 


“Of course Perlstein is complete- 
ly mistaken. The practice on all 
legislative issues followed by the 
unions is to have not only the In- 
ternational take a position, but also 
to have the locals do so. In fact, 
I would suggest that every local 
which takes a position should also 
so advise its International, sending 


documents which states its posi- 
tion.” 


Comment on Leiserson. 


Dubinsky was asked whether, in 
a telephone conference with Witt, 
he said that “the President didn’t 
do us much good by appointing 
William L. Leiserson as a member 
og the NLRB.” The witness an- 
swered that the remarks probably 
represented his feeling at the time. 
He denied he had added: “This 
isn’t what we paid our money for.” 
What he said was: “Is this what 
we've been made to spend our 
money for?” He explained that the 
reference was to costs of various 
cases before the board, including 
attorney fees. 

Dubinsky said that including 
trial costs the ILGWU spent $150,- 
000 in attempting to unionize the 
Donnelly plant, and stated he didn’t 
know whether it has any members 
there now. Its wages, he declared, 
were 30 or 40 per cent below the

Nieuw Amsterdam Ordered to Re- 
turn to New York From West 
Indies Cruise. 
NEW YORK, May 10 (A,P).—The 
German invasion of The Nethere- 
lands and Belgium today placed 
another mighty merchant fleet at 
the mercy of belligerents.

How Department of Weights and 
Measures Strives to Protect Public 
From Being Cheated — Most Mer- 
chants Honest but Chiselers are Tricky.

sure your parents will realize COMMISSIONER L. G. WALDMAN SHOWS HOW A BERRY BOX CAN 


BE “PINCHED” TO REDUCE THE CAPACITY. 


OU’VE heard the saying that 
y if you take care of the pennies 

your dollar will have grown 
into a sawbuck by the time you pry 
open your piggy bank. 

Well, L. G. Waldman, Commis- 
sioner of Weights and Measures in 
St. Louis, has his own way of put- 
ting that old saw. He says: “Short 
weight at the store never made 
any purse bulge.” That, of course, 
isn’t news to the thrifty housewife, 
but from seven years experience 
in his job, Waldman knows that, 
just as there’s more than one way 
of skinning a _ cat, there’s more 
than one method of cheating an 


" unsuspecting hausfrau. 


“Statistics indicate women do 
more than 80 per cent of all the 
retail buying in St. Louis,” Com- 
missioner Waldman explains. “And, 
unfortunately, statistics also indi- 
cate that an all too large percen- 
tage of these housewives are being 
cheated every day—only a few 
cents here or there, it is true, but 
pennies run into dollars in terms of 
months.” 


During the past 12 months Com- 
missioner Waldman and his staff 
of 12 inspectors made 55,447 in- 
spections of scales, meters, pumps 
and tanks in St. Louis, made 182 
arrests and had 473 other weights 
and measures offenders up on the 
Commissioner’s carpet. Beyond 
that, it’s up to the housewife to do 
her own policing, to see that she 
gets 16 ounces to every pound, 12 
oranges to every dozen and brimful 
measure to every quart. 

“Consider the matter of a little 
box of strawberries,” Waldman 
suggested as a tip to the alert 
housewife. “Any woman will sus- 
pect that her grocer has put the 
choice berries on top and that 
she'll find runts on the bottom. 
But does she ever stop to consid- 
er that there are other ways of 


cheating in berries? Probably not. 
But there are several ways. For 
instance, a dishonest merchant may 
pinch the corners of a wire-rimmed 
berry box and thus reduce the 
capacity of the box by all the way 
from 10 to 331-3 per cent. Or he 
may remove the wire staple from 
the bottom of the box so that the 
bottom may be telescoped and 
cheat her in that way.” 


Petty larceny stuff, you say? But 
remember the saying about saving 
10 mills and you’ve got a penny. 


By and large, Waldman thinks, 
most merchants are honest. Only 
a few deliberately cheat. But many 
make “mistakes,” and it is the busi- 
ness of the Weights and Measures 
Division to protect the public from 
faulty scales, shortmeasure pumps 
and inaccurate meters. Only those 
scales that meet honest specifi- 
cations are stamped with the divi- 
sion’s seal of approval, 


“And,” says Waldman,” there is 
no place more important to watch 
for the seal than on the grocery or 
meat scale. 
expensive meats may mean a con- 
siderable loss.”

ND how about the butcher 
weighing his thumb? Well, the 
commissioner says that that gag 
has been exaggerated a good deal, 
but the bertillon record of many 
a butcher has been found on the 
bottom of many a scale. With the 
old type hanging spring scale, the 
butcher placed his thumb on the 
top of the scale platter and pushed 
down; now with the new type bal- 
ance scales, he places a finger be- 
neath the weighing platter and tips 
it off center to “weigh his thumb.” 
In connection with butcher and 
grocery scales, Waldman has eight 
“sees”’: 
1. See that the scale bears the

1. See that the scale on which 
your purchase is weighed bears 
the City of St. Louis Seal of 
Approval. 

2. Don’t buy by the “dime’s 
worth”; order in terms of 
weight and measure. 

3. Insist as much on the ex- 
act number of ounces as you 
would on a full count of eggs 
or the correct change. 

‘4. Own a family scale and 
check on the market, the ped- 
dler, the iceman and the laun- 
dry. 

5. Don’t pay meat or butter 
prices for something that will 
be thrown into the garbage cans 
—such as cartons or wooden 
dishes. 

6. Don’t buy in “dribs” if you

can help it; remember fnat if 
butter sells for 45 cents per 
Ib., 23 cents per half lb. and 12c 
per % Ib., you pay 48c per Ib. 
in quarter-pound packages. 

7 Do not’ misunderstand 
cheapness for economy. 

8 Remember that there is 
no difference between = short- 
changing 5 cents and short- 
weighing 5 cents. 

9. Remember that goods al- 
ready packaged are required by 
law to be labeled to show tne 
net con ent. “Look for this con- 
tent label; apparent size of the 
container may be deceiving and 
a package that looks smaller 
may really hold more. 

10. An honest dealer wel- 
comes reweighing.

2. See that it rests on a level 
surface. 

3. See that your view of the in- 
dicator is unobstructed. 

4. See that the indicator is at 
Zero. 

5. See that only your merchan- 
dise is weighed—not containers. 

6. ° See that your merchant 
stands away from the scale. 

7. See that the indicator comes 
to a full stop. 

8. See that it indicates the 
amount you asked for. 

Another Waldman suggestion to 
the hausfrau is: “Don’t ask for a 
dime’s worth when you’re buying 
something. Ask the price per 
pound and then buy a half or a 
quarter pound. Buy by weight, 
measure or numerical count and 
don’t buy in dribs if you can help 
it. If butter sells at 45 cents per 
pound, 23 cents per half pound 
and 12 cents per quarter pound, 
you finally get up to paying 48 
cents per pound when you buy in 
quarter- pound lots. Give this 
a thought in all purchases.” 

Another suggestion is that you 
insist on the reweighing of pack- 
aged goods. For instance, that 
sack of onions marked “10 pounds” 
may be deceiving—and not through 


any fault of your grocer’s. After 
all, you can’t expect either his eye 
or your own to detect shrinkage 
in storage. 

And still another suggestion is 
that a merchant who habitually 
sells cheaper than his competitor 
will bear watching. The prices he 
advertises may sound tempting, but 
be sure that you aren’t gypped out 
of an ounce here and there ana 
out of those few pennies saving in 
the shopping sack of stuif you take 
home. 

“Especially in the matter of 
meat and poultry you should al- 
ways buy. by weight,” Waldman 
cautions. “It’s against the law to 
sell meat by the slice and when- 
ever you see something likes ‘ham 
slices—25c each,’ you can _ bet 
you’re in for a trimming. Always 
ask the price per pound, have the 
slice weighed and pay accordingly. 


“Not long ago we investigated 
one of those ‘ham—25c_ a slice’ 
cases. One of our inspectors picked 
out a particular slice and after the 
clerk had it wrapped, asked to have 
it reweighed. With ham at 48 cents 
a pound according to another sign 
on the counter, he got just 19% 
cents’ worth of meat for 25 cents.

North, with only two hearts, 
could not find a sound bid or raise 
on the first round, but after South 
had freely rebid hearts North acted 
quite properly in raising on the 
doubleton king. 

West opened his singleton club. 
East cashed the king and ace and, 
when West showed out, East, not 
unnaturally, led another club for 
West to ruff. West did ruff and 
then, as the safest discernible exit, 
led back the heart queen. Dummy’s 
king was played and now declarer, 
properly figuring that West must 
have started with two five-card 
suits, diamonds and spades, to jus- 
tify his bidding, finessed success- 
fully against East’s heart jack, then 
picked up that card and cashed 
two more hearts, leaving himself 
with the Q-2 of spades, one trump, 
the diamond ace, and the queen of 
clubs. Now declarer cashed the 
diamond ace and club queen, there- 
by reducing himself to three cards. 
West held on to the king-jack of 
spades and the king of diamonds 
while dummy at this point had the 
ace-nine of spades and the dia- 
mond queen. East’s cards did not 
matter. Declarer now cashed his 
last trump, and West was tied in 
knots. He could not discard the 
diamond king without establishing 
dummy’s queen, hence, hoping that 
his partner had the spade queen, let 
go the spade jack. This, however, 
was quite satisfactory to declarer, 
who discarded the diamond queen 
from dummy, then led the spade 
deuce. West's king was inglori- 
ously trapped by the ace, and de- 
clarer’s spade queen accounted for 
the fulfilling trick. 

As I have said, the curious part 
of this hand was that the contract 
could easily have been defeated if 
East had not led a third round of 
clubs for West to ruff, but had 
chosen instead to return a spade. 
In all fairness, no one can criticise 
East’s play. From his point of 
view the ruff was a sure trick, 
whereas it required near-clairvoy- 
ance for East to tell that declarer 
would get back two tricks for that 
one. For one think, East could not 
know about West’s heart queen, 
which insured a trump trick for 
the defense. For another, it was 
virtually impossible to look far 
enough ahead to foresee the 
squeeze. Nevertheless, the fact re- 
mains that a spade return would 
have broken up the squeeze by re- 
moving dummy’s spade ace prema- 
turely, and declarer would have 
had to lose two club tricks, one 
spade, and one trump.
